NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


The discussion on Tuesday evening at the meeting of the Council of the 
United Synagogue, on the question of Services for Young Women, indicated 
a strong prepossession in favour of the Services being 
instead of at the Working Men’s Club, which Lord Rothschild and others 
regard as quite unsuitable. All the honorary officers of the Great Synagogue 
pleaded for the services being held weekly at that place of worship, and the 
Chief Rabbi would, indeed, be well advised if he accepted the suggestion 
with a good grace. Those who have secured the Rar’s approval of the Services 
—conditionally on their not being held at a synagogue—must now strive 
to ensure the practical success of the project. Dr. Adler is the last man 
to throw cold water on it by withdrawing from it his countenance 
and co-operation, and he will no doubt encourage by his good example all our 
ministers to aid the movement by every 


The energetic Chairman of the Appeal Committee of the Russian 
Fund, Mr. Nathaniel L. Cohen, is a happy phrase-maker. He has 
already given us the epigrammatic descriptions, “semi-detached Jews, 
and “‘recreative adjuncts.” He has. now coined a “ vicarious 
shabbiness "—to describe the meanness of those who, well able to afford to 
give alarge donation to the Fund, plead in justification of their own mite 
the smallness of another man’s contribution. There is no doubt -that 
generosity is contagious and many a liberal donation bas been obtained 
through the excellent example set by those who appreciate the present 
trisis in Jewish history and express in a practical form their eager willimg- 
ness to make saerifices to enable that crisis to be coped with in an adequate 
manner. Unfortunately, the converse is also true. Too many, | for want of 
a better (or worse) excuse are guilty of “ vicarious shabbiness” ; pleading 
the bad example of a friend for their own worse example to others. 
It is also found that those who talk glibly of the necessity of raising a large 
amount are not themselves practically realising their ideas of what the 
occasion demands. On the contrary, canvassers tell of refusals om the 
ground that it is quite impossible to raise the sum needed, and that therefore 
those canvassed pull their purse-strings the tighter. Some set the worst 
example by proclaiming aloud, ‘Oh. what ts the use of our contributing 
towards the relief of five millions of Jews? Youwill not rsise sufficient to 
give one shilling to each.” As in the Passover Night Service, the lover of 
his people says not ‘‘you” bat “we”; and strenuously does his best for 
his poor brethren, glad if he can help to save merely ten thousand out of 
Cho of death. 


On the 26th of next month the Metropolis will be called upon to elect 
its Educational Parliament for the ensuing three years. It is generally 


held at a synagogue — 
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understood that the two Jewish members of the present School Board, 


Sir Philip Magnus and Mr, Herbert Raphael, do not intend to seek re- 
election ; and as no new Jewish candidates are at present announced, it is 
more than probable that the new Board wll not inclade a Jew among its 
members. That this shoul! be the case is much to be regretted. The com- 
munity cannot be said to be conscientiously discharging its responsibility 
towards the school children of the East End when such responsitility is 
limited to the management an control of the denominayonal schools which 
it supports, and no concern is had for the considerably larger number of 
Jewish children who receive their secular education at the echools uader the 
contro! of the Board. | 
It seems to us to be a matter of communal concern that the School 
Board should be the only public bod? of importance—from the two houses of 
the Legislature to the local Boards of Guardians and district V estries—not 
including a Jew among its members. And our concern is intensified when, 
az in the present instance, the community appears to be losing ground in- 
stead of progressing. It is worthy of consideration whether the Association 


for the Diffusion of Religious Knowledge, which depends so greatly upon the 


good offices of the School Bard, should not charge itself from time to 


time with the duty of selecting a saitable Jewish candidate to stand for the 


Tower Hamlets Division if one should not come forward within a reasonable 
time of the election. Certain it iz that the nomination of a Jewish candi- 
date should not be left to chance, or the present exceptional result may be- 
come the rule. Two of the residents of Toyube2 Hall, Messrs. G. L. Brace 
and Cyril Jackson, are seeking election, and as we understand their respec- 
tive programmes have the approval of the Chief Rabbi, they should be 
supported by the Jewish electors. The claims of Mr. J. F. Dellow must 
also be recognised. During the last three years this gentleman has had 
charge of the 30-called “* Jewish” Board Schools in the Tower Hamlets, 
and he has evinced an interest in them which ought to secure for him the 
hearty support of our coreligionists at the coming election. Mr. Dellow is 
an old member of the Board, and he has always readily used his influence 
with bis colleagues in obtaining any concessions required by Jewish 
interests. In Chelsea, Mr. Chapman, a Roman Catholic who had the 
support of the Rev. S. Singerand of many Jewish electors is retiring ; but 
his influence is being exerted in favour of Mr. F. W. Atkinson, a very 
enlightened and Liberal member of the same religious body, who may be 
trusted to champion that fair and impartial dealing with the schools of all 
classes which Jews have at heart. | | 


MANSION HOUSE FUND FOR THE RELIEF OF 
RUSSO-JEWISH REFUGEES. 


IMPORTANT STATEMENT. 


A rmmecr having been circulated by persons unwilling to contribute to 
the new Russo-Jewish Fand, to the effect that a considerable portion of the 
Mansion House Fund had been ‘expended io bribery in Rassias, and for 
ether purposes coming under the denomination of “secret service money,” 
we are authorised to state that this statement is absolutely without 
foundation. 

_ Not one shilling of the fund has been soexpended. The Russo-Jewish 
Committee has been frequently solicited, directly and indirectly, to administer 
bribes to various Russian officials and newspapers with the alleged object of 
procaring an alleviation of the persecutions, bat has, on principle, uniformly 
rejected all such overtures. 

The published balance-sheets show every item of expenditure. and there 
is no item in the accounts which will not bear the full light of day. A 
careful perusal of those documents wiil further disclose the very e i 
fact that the £108,000 collected have been whoily disbursed on the objects 
of the fund, and with, practically, no outlay for administrative expenses. 


THE BERLIN CENTRAL RUSSO-JEWISH COMMITTEE. 
[From ovR BERLIN CoRRESPONDEST.] 


| OcToser 26TH, 1891. 
The Second Conference of the Central German Committee for assisting Russian 

Jews, has, like the first meeting of June 9th, bound its members to secrecy about 

its resolutions, and, to prevent these being pubiished in the Jewish papers, invited 


all the editors, Dr. Karpeles, Dr. Hildesheimer, and Dr. Rahmer (Magdeburg).

Commerzienrath L. M. Goldberger read the following report :— 

“Our principal efforts were directed to establish committees on the frontiers, 
which had to sort and further the emigrants according to prescribed orders. Those 
coming from the East of Prussia have been looked after by the principal committee 
at Konigsberg, and provided with tickets on board ship, and sent on via Stettin 
Hamburg, or Bremen. Those coming from the upper Silesian and Austrian pro- 
vinces were sent vid Myslowitz. 

- The number of emigrants who passed through the Charlottenbarg-Berlin 
station from July ith until October 2nd amounted to 35,035. Amongst these were 
several travelling at their own expense. The emigrants received food and medical 
advice at the shelter erected in the Charlottenburg station, and during its existence 
10,000 persons were provided with means for travelling until they reached America. 
Impelled by necessity the committees at the frontiers were obliged to apply severer 
measures in sorting the cases, and were compelled t> send back those who were not 
absolutely driven to leave their homes. Later on there was a change for the better. 
Baron de Hirsch had opened up the Argentina, and allowed weekly 300 emigrants to 

be sent there. The emigrants were provided with a free passage at the expense of 


Paris Correspondent of the Daily News, has been 
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Baron de Hirsch. Then a national committee has been constituted in New York 
for the purpose of receiving the emigrants and dispersing them over the . 

Commerzienrath Goldberger then reported on the relations of the Gotten 
Central Committee to the foreign associations and the inland committees, which had 
assigned to them a part of their collected means for settling expenses, Up to 
now one and a-fourth million marks (£62,509) have been expended in “ai 
emigrants beyond the sea. An alteration in the sentiments of the leading ‘per. 
sonalities in Russia was entirely out of the question. A new ukase, rendering more 
severe the present decision, awaits the Czar’s signature ; the endeavours of Baron 
de Hirsch strove to bring the once decided act of banishment to a set form. ¢, 
procure delays, to organise committees in Russia. whose establishment require 
Imperial sanction. Nothing has been as yet decided in this matter. Al] circles 
leading this labour of love work with all their might. Great demands are maj. 
for the future, but it is hoped the action of help will produce rescue. 

Herr Rechtsanwalt Breslauer reported on the organisation of the committes; 
on the East Russian and Upper Silesian frontiers, as well as in the seaports anj 
other towns, all active in forwarding the emigrants. He spoke of the principles 
upon which depends the choice of those sent on by the committees. Accordingly 
only such Russian Jewish subjects, driven to emigration, and in actual need of help, 
and of these, in the first place, artizans and farmers, and young men capable of 
working, with not too large families, are sent on, whilst old people or persons who. 
in consequence of their calling, could not get a living abroad,are excluded from | 
the help of the committees. Herr Rechtsanwalt Breslaner described the way taken 
by those sent from the frontier to the German seaports, and for both in such 
a manner that no halting in the country itself is allowed, except for the purpow 
of nourishment or medical attendance. In conclusion, he mentioned where the 
emigrants are sent. Europe is totally excluded for scttliag purposes. The emigrants 
are sent for the most part to North and South America. oP 

Dr. Stern (Vienna) reported on the Austrian work; Mr. Goldmann (New York) 
on the American. Then it was considered how to raise money. An appeal for 
funds was agreed upon, according to the proposal of Karl Emil Franzos. The 
meeting resolved that. all the German committees should more closely affiliate 
themselves than up to now to the Berlin Committee. Karl Emil Franzos gave in 
the name of the Commission for Colonisation a very exhaustive account of the 
colonisation question of the Russian Jews. The German Central Committee, 
although very much burdened by sending the emigrants from the Russian frontiers 
to their new American homes, have still in view the formation of Colonies. For 
by these means only can lasting help be procured for the emigrants, and a sure 
future be assured to them. Nowhere can an Eldorado be found for them : what 
must be sought is a country where by dint of hard work they become useful! 
citizens. The aim which must be pursued is the creativa of efficient Jewish 
agriculturists. 

The Berlin Committee has excluded all those countries where the Jews of other 
cultured lands can colonise more effectually than would be the case from Germany. 
In examining the other countries, they have paid the greatest attention to the 
justice, stability of the political comditions, to the smallest amount of prejudice 
towards the arrivals, to a good climate, and lastly, where, in conceivable time, the 
Colony could exist through its owm exertions. In Europe, the only country to be 
considered is European Turkey, on the other hand, a large portion of Australia 
South Africa, Asia, Asiatic ;Turkey, and especially Palestine, Anatolia, and 
Cyprus, were proposed. The speaker pointed oat the pros and cous of these projects, 
and explained the reasons why the Berlin Committee could not decide for any oe. 
The conditions in Palestine, for which country there is a strong leaning amonzst 
the Russian Jews, were most minutely described ; but the Berlin Committee has 
come to the conclusion, after having thoroughly examined everything, that in 
Palestine they will certainly xvt colonise. The country considered most appropriate 
for cclonisation is America, and as the Jews there are colonising in North America, 
and the Argentine is being colonised by Baron de Hirsch, the Berlin Committee 
have chosen Central Brazil as a centre of work. Karl Emil Franzos referred to the 
principal points of the project; before carrying it into execution the most careful 
examination’ of all details will take place, and competent Colonial men will be sent 
there for surveying, etc. The meeting agreed unanimously, after a long and lively 
debate, and concurred with the speaker in the continuation of the preparations in

JEWISH PATIENTS AT COLNEY HATCH ASYLUM. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE ~ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Srr,—I was in hopes that what to me was a painful correspondence in this 
matter was at an end, but the action of the Visitation Committee of the United 
Synagogue in their report through your columns of the 23rd instant compels me 
to ask you to allow me a short space to give a little information upon this 
subject to the Jewish community. | 

Prior to the 17th July last the Jewish minister visiting Colney Hatch was 
only allowed to do so by favour of the committee having the control and man- 
agement of the asylum, but under the Lumacy Act, 18), it was found we had 
the power te appoint a minister of any religious denomination to attend the 
patients of any particular persuasion in the asylum. We appointed a Roman 
Catholic priest, and as the whole of our unfortunate coreligionists are placed in 
this asylum, I thought it advisable that a Jewish minister should be appointed ; 
this was unanimously agreed to by my committee. After the appointment 
the question of salary arose, and that which was settled in the case of the Roman 
Catholic priest was to be paid to the Jewish minister. 

The Rev. L. Samuel having attended at this asylum for some time (since the 
death of the Rev. A. L. Green), I thought it only nght that he should receive the 
appointment, but with a very distinct understanding between the rev. gentle- 
man and myself, that any expenses hitherto incurred and paid by the United 
Synagogue should be defrayed out of the salary received by him from the 
asylum. Now this is the part of the report to which I take great exception : it 
is said, “ The effect of this resolution (appointment) will. of course, not lighten 
the burdens of the United Synagogue. which will still have to bear the entire 
expense of the work of visitation.” How can this be possibly true if the Rev. 
Mr. Samuel fulfils his promise to me? I therefore think he should be asked his 
intentions in this matter. Beyond this there seems to have been a great deal of 
trouble taken as to whether the Rev. I. Samuel or the United Synagogue should 
receive the salary, but as I pointed out the person receiving the appointment could 
alone receive payment. However. I think there is a further matter overlooked : 
that is, so far as we are concerned, we can make any appointment independently 
of the Visitation Committee of the United Synagogue, and I think they, as well as 
the Jewish community, must admit that this is an ¢ppeintment unique in our 
annals—a Jewish minister in a public imstitution with over 2.000 Christian 
inmates. 

I am bound to say, having taken part in public work for a number of years, 
I am somewhat surprised that the report of a committee should have found its 
way into the public press before being accepted by the whole body.

SERVICES FOR WOMEN. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sir,—There has rarely appeared a document concerning the Jewish com_ 
munity which will have been read with so much genuime interest and approva] 
as the Report of the Executive Committee of the Council of the United Syna- 
gogue upon the proposed Services for Women. That report which is well 
drawn, both for conciseness and for cogency of reasoning, sets forth the ad- 
mission that “ the method proposed to be adopted involves some deviation from 
existing forms of public worship amongst us, but the condition of affairs with 
which it is intended to deal calls for energetic action” This admission on the 


' part of so official a body as the Executive of the United Synagogue, supported 


as it is with “ the necessary full approval of the Rev. the Chief Rabbi,” is a step 
of great consequence, and one which bristles with reflections. Such a movement 
is one of the most important in the direction of spiritual missionary effort that 
has been witnessed by the present generation. It is no small wonder that with 
the vast opportunities at the disposal of the reformed congregation in London 
such missionary work has not been undertaken by them long ago. I have always 
regretted that the West London Synagogue has never formed any conception of 
its missionary possibilities in relation to the Jewish working classes. Yet the 
fact that such a movement is initiated by those who are under no taunt of being 
secessionists, is a satisfactory guarantee that what is contemplated will not in- 
volve any risk of incurring the disadvantage of further communal disunion. 
Everyone is aware that the existing form of public worship has failed to attract 
the younger generation, not only of the working classes but of the cultivated 
also. The average attendance at the metropolitan synagogues on the ordinary 
Sabbaths is evidence enough of this proposition. In the case of young women 
no other cause can be alleged for their absence from the synagogue. Official 
bodies have been the last to recognise this fact. Now they have at length ac. 
knowledged it. and herein lies the great hope of the future. 

Many will feel that it is a pity such a movement should bear any trace 
of timidity about it. One would have hiked to see it undertaken with greater 
thoroughness, and without that apologetic tone which imports the condition of 
tentativeness. Why fortnightly services are more advisable than weekly ones is 
somewhat unaccountable. Moreover, it may well be conceived that the syna- 
gogue itself would have lent greater impressiveness to these devotional 
exercises than the hall of the Working Mens Club. There is an impres. 
sion arising from what I venture to call “Official Judaism,” that it is better not 
to worship in a synagogue at all than to worship there in the vernacular. This 
is a pitiable error of judgment. But with these reservations the move- 
ment is well undertaken, and the kind of service proposed seems admirable. 

_ It is quite certain that if these services succeed at all. they will very soon 
require to be multiplied in different parts of East London and of the metropolis 


generally, One of the best features of tb:s undertaking is that women are | 
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popularity of whatis known as.the Pater Noster or * Lord’s Prayer ” 


called upon to assist in the services. Nothing would be more calculated to draw 
educated young ladies into close sympathy with religion than to enlist them in 
the sacred duty of reading prayers with their less fortunate sisters. There is 
no reason why suchservices should not be organised in various localities. The 
precedent set by Miss Emily Harris isa valuable one, and proves how success- 
fully one lady by herself can draw together a large number of working women, 
even without the aid of official support of any kind beyond the use of a large 
school-room. Nothing could be more satisfactory than these Sabbath meetings 
in Hanway Street School under Miss Harris’s guidance. It having been my 
privilege to visit the school-room on such occasions for many years, I may be 
Justified in stating that the need for such religious help in Central London 
exists In a very striking degree. Uniformity in such services is neither 
practicable nor desirable. If strict uniformity were attained there would 
be the danger of the movement becoming stereotyped. It is very essential that 
the prayers should be varied and to some extent extempore. Those who know 
much of our poor must have experienced that the habit of prayer among them 
has been scarcely cultivated, if at all. The children do not seem to have been 
taught to pray or to undersiand what is really meant by worshipping God. This 
is largely due to the fact that the set prayers of the liturgy are not intelligible 


to young persons either in Hebrew or Eng'ish, because they are singularly un- - 


suitable, and no other prayer has been taught except what is found in the book. 
It is particularly desirable that the prayers prepared for such services as are in- 
tended, should be very brief and tersely expressed. Each prayer ought to con- 
centrate some definite thought. In this respect the Collects of the Church 
of England were well composed. Extravagance of language and vague and 
exaggerated descriptions of human imperfections are among the hindrances of 
most liturgies. To be accurate in the language of worship is as_ essential as it 
is in the language of human intercourse. Inaccutacy leads to insincerity. 
There is nothing more harmful in the services of the synagogue than the frequent 
repetition of words which have no personal significance. The extraordinary 
is due to 
its intrinsic merits of simplicity and personal application.. I venture with all 
deference to make these few. suggestions to those who will take part in the Ser- 
vices for Women. In conclusion I cannot forget that it was in these columns 
that the matter was first ventilated a year ago, and I would express the hope 
that similar services may be undertaken for boys.

Sin,—In three weeks time the ratepayers of London will be called upon to 
elect a new School Board. The election will no doubt be fought—as previous 
School Board elections have been—on all manner of side issues, and in many dis- 
tricts even on political party lines, and the ordinary voter will once more be 
willing to entrust the responsibility of governing the four hundred Board 


Schools of London to people of whose fitness for the task he is entirely 
ignorant. 


Attempts are however being made here and there, to secure the election on 
the Board of experienced educationalists, and it behoves us Jews—who have 
always boasted of our enthusiasm for improved education,—to do our share in 
bringing about this desirable result. 

I would therefore ask for space in your paper to direct the attention of the 
Jewish ratepayers in the Tower Hamlets to the candidature of Mr. G. L. Bruce 
and Mr. Cyril Jackson, M.A., of Toynbee Hall, and to urge them to vote for 
these gentlemen. 

Mr. Bruce and Mr. Jackson differ in many of their opinions, but they agree 
in this fundamental principle, that it is undesirable to regard education from the 
Gradgrind standpoint of cramming facts into empty pitchers, but that it is abso- 
lutely necessary to pay “ greater attention to the development of the intelligence 
of the children.” Both gentlemen have for several years devoted a great part 
of their time to the management of various schools, and have been in the habit 
of visiting them daily, and of becoming intimately acquainted not only with the 
teachers, but also with the individual children, and in this way they have learnt 
to appreciate their “ wants, opportunities, and difficulties ;” and they are both 
strongly in favourof delegating more power and responsibility to the various 
ladies and gentlemen who undertake the thankless but most necessary and 
arduous task of school management, and in this way they would reduce the red- 
tape government of paid officials. | 

It 1s also of importance to those who are interested in the welfare of our 
Communal Schools, to note that Mr. Bruce and Mr. Jackson (while holding dif- 
ferent views as to the relative advantage of a “ Board School” and a “ Volun- 


tary School” education) are both pledged “ to treat voluntary schools without — 


fear or favour, and to welcome their competition,” and also to discourage any 
attempt to interfere with the compromise as to religious instruction, which was 
arrived at by the Act of 1870. |

ODESSA AND STARODUB. 
TO THE. EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sir,—From Odessa and Starodub news of a diametrically opposed nature 
are at hand. In the Southern Palmira, as the former city is rightly styled, it is 
the death of an eminent Jew which is deeply mourned alike by'Jew and Gentile 
Moses Abraham Oks, a distinguished member of the Odessa Bench, one of the, 
most able and most learned lawyers, has, after a protracted illness, breathed his last 
at the comparatively young age of forty-seven. The funeral, as I understand, 
was the most imposing which has ever been witnessed in that city. The entire 
Bench followed him to his last resting place. I had the privilege to be one of 
the deceased's most intimate fnends. Last year I wrote to him requesting his 
opinion onthe lamentable situation of our coreligionists in Russia, and his 
laconic reply was, as mentioned in one of my letters to your journal, that he 
likened it only to the destruction of the Holy Temple. He possessed the 
warmest heart that ever beat for the oppressed Jews. And delicate as his 
health was, we may simply say that his life, like that of Auerbach, was cut short 
by the results of of the anti-Semitic movement. 

How do the Odessa Jews revenge themselves on their oppressors ? I read 
in the Odesski Listok just to hand, that during the last holidays a collection was 
made in all the local places of Jewish worship, amounting to a sum of nearly 
two thousand roubles on behalf of the famine-stricken peasants. The subscrip- 
tion in general on behalf of the latter is not one to boast of ; Russians, as a 
rule, are not benevolent ; but whatever money has been collected at Odessa, it 
is the local Jews that,as I am able to judge by the subscription lists, contri- 
bute the largest part. | 

~ And how are they paid out for that? Why, Starodub will be able to tell 
you. The accounts are before me. They are, from beginning to end, a repeti- 
tition of similar accounts whenever raids on the Jews in Russia are committed. 
The Jews are robbed. The Jews are murdered. But, say the murderers, it is

Mr. Henry Lucas brought up a report, the substance of which has already been 


_ published, on the intended establishment of services for young women on Sabbath 


afternoons, and he moved that a grant of £25 be made to provide such services for 
a period of six months. Mr. Lucas said that not enough was done to teach religion 
to Jewish girls. It wasimportant that those who were likely to be the mothers of the 
next generation should know the principles of religion and impart them to their 
children. 

Mr. S. S. Oppenheim expressed the belief that the services would doa great 
deal of good if carried out in a consistent manner. But he asked why the young 
women at the West End should not also have religious services, of which they were 
in greater need than their sisters in the East End. The services to be of effect 
should be held every Sabbath. He moved an amendment to this effect, and also in 
favour of engaging halls both in the East and the West End. 

Lord Rothschild pointed out that while Mr. Oppenheim was perfectly at liberty 
to move an amendment, the scheme did not emanate from the Executive Committee. 
but from the Committee of Visitors, of which the Chief Rabbi was President. | 
the Executive had had their way originally there would have been a large synagogue 
in the East End. The Committee of Visitors had no doubt noticed that the services 
in that part of London were sparsely attended by women, but they were not to 
blame, for the accommodation was scanty. The reason why the services were to be 
fortnightly was probably because the Chief Rabbi was in the City only on every 
alternate Sabbath. Personally he did not believe that the scheme would have any 
effect, for if young women did not go to work on Saturday they would prefer 
walking out with their male relations to attending services for females alone. 

Mr. A. Rosenfeld moved as a further amendment that the services should be 
held in a synagogue instead of at the Jewish Working Men's Club. 

Mr. I. M. Marks seconded the amendment. 

Mr. Maurice Hart explained that the question of a synagogue had been mooted, 
but it was objected to by the Chief Rabbi. who would not permit English services 
to be held in a synagogue. | 

Mr. Michael A. Green said that if the Council provided the money they should 
have a voice in the method of spending it. He was not sure that the means pro- 

were adequate to the occasion. It was in his opinion most incongruous that 
girls should be invited to hear religious services in a hall, where a few hours later 
they would probably again meet to indulge in the harmless pastime of dancing, or 
to witness a dramatic performance. 

Lord Rothschild said that the discussion had shown the wisdom of those who 
drew up the rules and regulations of the Council in debarring reverend gentlemen 
from being members of that body. If a scheme for women’s services had been 
threshed out by the Executive Committee, it would have been different to the one 
before the meeting. The fact remained that Hebrew services had little charm for 
English-born Jewesses in the East End; but they were confronted with the diffi- 
culty that the Chief Rabbi would not have an English service in an orthodox 
synagogue. He was not enamoured of the place chosen, for the reason given by 
Mr. Green, and he so far agreed with Mr. Oppenheim that, if the services were to 
do any good, they must be held every week. 

Mr. Louis Davidson said that, in view of the influential expression of opinion 
which had been heard that evening, he hoped, before the experimental period of 
six months had passed away, some members of the community would arrange fora 
different kind of service in all parts of London. He strongly held that the use of 
English should not be a bar to the services taking place in a synagogue. 

Mr. Charles Samuel asked that the experiment should be given a trial, for he 
felt sure it would be successful. |

A meeting of the Russo-Jewish Committee was held on Tuesday last. Present - 
Sir JULIAN GOLDsMID, Bart, M.P., in the chair ; the Rev. the Chief Rabbi, Messrs. 
L. L. Alexander, Nathaniel L. Cohen, Isaac Seligman, Samuel Montagu, M_P., O. J. 
Simon, and N.S. Joseph, Hon. Secretary. 

Urgent applications from Moscow had been received on behalf of expelled 
Jews in that city. Their expulsion by étape was to take place this week, they being 
without even the means of railway transit, the officials having taken measures to 
prevent them realising their little properties, and they being consequently penni- 
leas. Nearly a thoueand were due for expulsion within the next few days. The 
Committee voted £300 (in addition to £200 previously sent) for the relief of the 
persecuted Jews of Moscow, and especially for the avoidance of the ¢tapr process of 
expulsion. The money was forthwith remitted by telegraph. : | 

A sum of £50 was remitted to the Minister of the Cork Synagogue for the 
relief of some Russo-Jewish refugees, who had been passengers on the ~ Edam” 
steamer, wrecked off Queenstown on Thursday, the 22nd inst. : 

A small Sub-Committee of Urgency was appointed to deal with pressing cases 
that might arise between the meetings of the Committee, and that could not admit 
of delay. | 

The proces rerbaur of the Berlin Conference of the 20th and 2ist imst were 
read, and the resolutions, embodying the basis of arrangement between the European 
and American delegates, were approved. :Lengthy documents embodying the prin- 
ciple for selection, adopted at the Russian frontier by the German frontier Com- 
mittees, were read and approved. Subject to certain reservations the resolutions of 
the Berlin Conference were generally approved, and the Committee voted a second 
instalment of £5,000 as a contribution to the ifund of the Central German Com- 
mittee for continuing the emigration work. 

Reports as to various abuses existing at Hamburg and elsewhere whe reby the 
the fugitives were despoiled by ‘‘crimps.” were read ; also correspondence of the 
Honorary Secretary thereon with the object of checking these evils, and imstruc- 
tions were given as to followiog up this matter. 

An appeal for seed-corn on behaif of the Jewish Agricultural Settlements ‘n 
Russia was considered, and referred to the Treasurers for further investigation and 
report, 

Mr. N. L. Cohen reported as to the result of the appeal, particulars of which 
will be found elsewhere in our paper. | 

Various reports from the Intelligence Department were considered and dis- 
cussed, and referred for further consideration. 

It was suggested that a representative of the Russo-Jewish Committee should 
be appointed as an emissary to Berlin, Hamburg, and other ports of transit fre- 
quented by the refugees, for the purpose of keeping in touch with the Continental 
Committees, and it was left to the Chairman and Honorary Secretary to appoint 
such emissary if and when they deemed fit. 3 

. Numerous confidential: and secret communications were received and con- 
sidered, and the meeting separated after a sitting of over three hours. 


RUSSIAN REFUGEES AT CORK. 


By a somewhat remarkable coincidence, the adventures which befell a number of 
Russian Jewish emigrants on board the Dutch steamer, “ Dubbledam” that was 
obliged to put in disabled at Plymouth, last month, have had their counterpart 
through an accident to another Dutch steamer, “ Edam.” Two members of the 
Jewish Congregation at Cork, Messrs. W. Jackson and G. Solomon, had their 
attention drawn, while at Passage, to some Russian Jews who were wandering about 
the streets. On their being questioned how they came to Ireland, they stated that 
they belonged toa party of some 300 men, women and children, who were passengers 
on board the “ Edam” when she became disabled in the Atlantic, and was towed 
into Queenstown by the Cunard steamer, “Scythia.” The emigrants were in a 
most pitiable state, some of them almost starving, and in a state of nudity. The 
poor creatures were, for the most part, victims of the Russian persecution of the 
Jews ; many of,whom, when driven from their homes, had no time to provide 
themselves with suitable clothing, and had been wearing for the space of three 
months the apparel in which they left their homes in Russia, About one bundred 
of these poor people found their way to Cork and applied to their brethren in that 
city for relief which was immediately given to them. They were billetted upon 
the several members of the community, food and lodging being{found them. and 
many of the Jewish women in Cork were so touched with the condition of their 
unfortunate co-religionists on board the “ Edam” that they gave them the meals 
they had prepared for the Sabbath and clothing which they had to take off their 
own backs and those of their children. On Friday morning the matter was re- 
ported to the Rev. J. E. Myers, and a collection of money and clothing having been 
made, it was distributed by a committee formed for the purpose.’ In the mean time 
telegrams were despatched by Mr. Myers to the Russo-Jewish Relief Committee 
in London and to the members of the Dablin Hebrew Congregation. In response 
to their appeal the sum of £61 was received for the relief of the poor sufferers. 
The scene cn the “Edam” was heartrending. The Jewish emigrants were sick 
and almost starving, not being able to partake of the food which was supplied 
them on board ship. On bread being given them they eagerly snatched it from 
their benefactors and ate it with great voracity. The committee, having procured 
food, clothing, wines, spirits, and requisites for the sick, and fruit for the children, 
worked very hard in distributing these articles. 


Masonic GRANT TO THE Russo-JEWISH APPEAL Fuxp.—On Monday last at 
the first meeting, after the usual recess, of the “ Israel” Lodge, held at the Cannon 
Street Hotel, Bro. 8. Dancyger, W.M., in tve chair, a grant of £20 was made to the 
funds of the Russo-Jewish Committee, to be forwarded through Bro. Morris Abrahams, 
a member of the Executive of the East End Branch. The sum is to be taken from 
the general funds of the Lodge, and it was suggested that, if necessary, the brethren 
should forego a supper at one of their meetings to cover the amount of the grant.

Sir.—Every one without distinction of creed must sympathise with the 
wretched Russian peasants, never too well fed, but now on the verge of starva- 
ton. British philanthropy has often come to the rescue of sufferers in distant 


realms, and glad indeed should I, in common with every English Israelite, be to 
see 


fund of important dimensions raised for the famine-stricken Russians, to 
which all creeds, united by the common bond of pity, may well and wisely con- 
tribute. But the poor sufferers have in your correspondent, Mdme. Ol 
Novikoff, 2 sorry advocate, seeing that, in claiming for her people Britis 
sympathy, she seeks to alienate that sympathy from the persecuted Jews, the 
vietums of Russian bigotry, by statements which, if not made by a lady, coul 
only be pronounced to be falsehoods. She declares the Russo-Jewish Relief 
Fund now being raised as “offered to non-existing people,” when every news- 
paper has for months past been full of accounts of the persecution of the Jews, 
when thousands of the victims may be seen in this country. She declares 
that ~ there are no Jewish labourers in the famine-strieken provinces, and in the — 
few provinces where we have a few Jewish colonies there is no famine.” Of the 
sufferings of the Jews of the Pale, which includes many of the famine-stricken 
provinees, it is not necessary ta write, since, from that Russian Jnferno, crowds 
of fugitives are escaping monthly, and have been passing through Berlin and 
Hambarg. on their way to America, at the rate of about 11,000 per month during 
But as your veracious correspondent says that in the few Jewish colonies 
there is no famine. I will ask you to allow me to quote from a letter received 
oy by Lord Rothschild from a well-informed friend of his in Russia, who 
Writes thus -— 


May I say a word for the poor Jewish agriculturists of the Nicholas colonies of Kher- 
som amd Ekaterinoslav? They are in terrible distress. They are too proud to beg and 
tom destitute tolive. The Russian fund—or such offit as reaches its destination—is with- 
beld from the Jews. There are 30,000 of the agricultural Jews, and probably half are 
im want. 

Comment is needless. But if the starving Russian peasant looks to Mdme. 
Nowikot® as his acivoeate in charitable England I would say Non tal ianwilio ! 
When a fund is raised, foremost among its advocates and supporters will be 
found the Jews of England, who know full well that the persecutors of their 
Russan brethren are not of the Russian people but the Russian rulers.

TURKEY AND THE JEWS. 
| IMMIGRATION PROHIBITED. 

Her Majesty's Ambassador at Constantinople reports by telegraph to the 
Secretary of state for Foreign Affairs that he has been informed by the Ottoman 
Government that, in order to prevent the danger which would result to the 
public health from the crowding of Jewish immigrants, the Porte is obliged to 
forted their entry into Ottoman territory, and the Ottoman Government has 
requested his Excellency to cause a warning to be conveyed to British ship- 
owners to refuse passages to Jewish immigrants, who will not be allowed by the 
maritime authorities to land. This prohibition applies not only to immigrants 
from Rus, but from any quarter whatsoever, whether from Western or 
Eastern Europe. Individuals will be allowed to pass, but not families, 


THE BLOOD ACCUSATION AT CORFU. 


The judicial inquiry into the circumstances attending the murder of the 
little girl, Rubima Sarda, at Corfu, which led to the serious outbreak of the 
earlier part of the year, has terminated most satisfactorily for the Jews. While 
the latter declared that Rubina was a Jewess, and had been murdered by Chris- 
tiams, thei amti-Semites of Corfu maintained that she was a Christian, and had 
been killed by Jews for religious purposes. The investigation, which was con- 
ducted by the President of the ,Tribunal at Patros, conclusively proves that the 
victmm was born at Corfu im 1883 of Jewish parents, and lived with them until 
her tragic end ; and that the assertions of the surgeons who made the post-mortem 
examination as to the abstraction of blood by means of a wound in the throat 
rest om no foundation whatsoever, and are altogether opposed to fact. Their 
assertions are recognised as erroneous, according to the report of the celebrated 
Parisian Professor, M. Brouardel, and other distinguished members of the 
Faculty of Medicine in Paris, who have formally declared that death was caused 
by injuries to the bead and that all the other wounds were made after death, in 


order to conceal the real motive of the crime, and to attribute it to the relyieus 


rite of human sacrifice. Seven Christians have been arrested on suspicion of 
being concerned m the crime.

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THE RUSSIAN JEWS AND THEIR CRITICS. 


A Painstakine, but not quite fully informed correspondent in Mescow 
of the Daily Chronicle, published in that paper, on October 23rd, a long 
letter on the Russian Jews. It is strange to find him repeating that the 
Jews in Russia are hardly ever “‘ producers.” The great bulk, he says, 
are middlemen, pawnbrokers, usurers, or drink retailers. The large 
‘titan popalation is - ignored, and the reason why the Jews are not 
‘armers—because in most provinces they are sternly forbidden to own or 


the armies of Bonaparte and the fleet of Paul Jones. 
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cultivate land—is not mentioned. Nor is the fact borne in mind that 
distributors are in Russia more valuable economically, because rarer, than 
producers of wealth, since the peasants die of famine in one district, 
while their brothers in another cannot sell their corn. The problem 
would be less serious, he writes, if the Russian Jews would assimilate 
with the rest of the population, but he forgets to add that their attempts 
at assimilation by sending their children to Russian schools, by entering 


imte the Russian professions, by emigrating from the Jewish Pale to . 


Russia proper, are vindictively repressed. Prince Dolgorouki was 
disgraced, according to this very correspondent, because his secretaries 
permitted 60,000 Jews to reside in Moscow. | 
The admissions of this unfriendly witness are strong confirmation 
of all that has been stated by the friends of the Russian Jews. Accord- 
ing to him the number of Jews who have had to leave Russia during the 


last twelve months, or “to return to the alrealy congested Pale of Settle- 


ment ” is at least 100,000. 

“They have been expelled not only from St. Petersburg and Moscow, 
bat from all the towns of European and Asiatic Rassia. In Liban, 
Mitanu, Pernau, Reval, Riga, and other towns of the Baltic provinces, the 
Jews have been expelled by, thousands. From Mitau alone no fewer 
than 13,000 have, it is said, been driven out, with the result that the 
trade of the town has been temporarily paralysed.” | 

At Merv the Jews were contente! with lower profits than the 
orthodox merchants, and the latter procured their expulsion. “ The 
wolves have driven out the foxes, lest the latter should prey on the 
poultry.” Elsewhere, however, the orthodox traders found business ruined 
by the exile of the Jews and petitionel for their restoration. The corre- 
spondent incidentally betrays that Jews are not all traders, when ha 
writes that at Kieff, musicians not provided with a permit were expelled, 
and artisans and workmen were ejected on the charge that they ware money- 
lenders when the only evidence was that they were not at their shops on 
the inspector coming round. At Baku, before the official date of expul- 
sion came, the police served warrantsjon a number of Jews, compelling 
them to remove to 20 miles distance within a fewdays. Their businesses 
were sold at great loss. The correspondent thinks the persecution is not 
a religious one, but omits to explain why the Stuniists and other dis- 
sentients, whose sufferings he incidentally mentions, are also persecuted, 


] and why those Jews who become converted, enjoy privileges in excess 


of their recalcitrant brethren. 

Aeuriously ingenious speculation on the theme, “ Why are the Jews 
everywhere hated >” forms part of the article. They were expelled 
from Egypt and Babylonia, driven out by the Romans from Palestine, by 
the Moors and Spaniards from Spain, twice expelled from France, ete. 
In reply we might say that no other nation has been so weak or had its 
history recorded for so long atime. And yet we might speak, in almost 
inter-changeable language, of riots directed against the English in Spain 
and in China, of the slaughter of Captain Cook by the cannibals of the 


South Seas, of the wrath which directed against these heretics the 


Armada of Philip of Spain, and the indignation which nerved against them 
If their Roman foes 
could have driven out the English from England they would certainly 
have done so. The correspondent thinks the Talmud is responsible for 
the hatred to which the Jews have been exposed (though he does not 


‘mention whether it had been edited at the time of the expulsion from 


Egypt) ; and asto the British, we would suggest that they becomeenemies of 
the haman race by reason of their fanatical devotion to the Bible. 


Descending from the lofty height at which he has contemplated universal 
history and inter-racial strife, the correspondent adds that the Russian 


Jews are not to be compared with those of England, France, or Germany, 


“who are mostly the descendants of the Spanish, ae and 


Italian refagees.” 


When he writes of things that he knows he is more worthy of atten- 
tion. “Orthodox Christians grind down the people more ruthlessly than any 


Shylocks, but they give bountifully to the church in images, candles, ete. 


If it be wrong for a Jew to mix grain, adulterate vodki, sugar, ete., and 
squeeze the wretched peasantry, surely it ought to be doubly wrong for 
Orthodox Christians. . . . The Jewish question can only be solved in 
a Christian spirit, viz. “by the Christians in name becoming Christians 
ia deed, and the Hebrews more imbued with the spirit of Christianity, and 
of the brotherhood of humanity.” 


RELIGION CLASSES. 


Whrra the close of the ~“ religious season” the season of communal work 
begins afresh. Not the least important branch of that work is that which is 
being done by the congregational Religion Classes, the majority of which 
will resume next Sundey. It is pleasing to reflect that a movement which 
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was somewhat tardily commenced less than twenty years ago has made 
rapid progress in the interval, and that the Religion Class is now an adjunct 
to almost every metropolitan synagogue which claims to be in touch with 
the needs ofthe age. One prominent exception is to be noted. It is fur- 
nished by the Bayswater Synagogue, which makes no provision for the reli- 
gious education of the young. For this anomaly exceptional circumstances 
may be pleaded as an excuse ; but it is to be hoped that one of the first re- 

ts of the appointment of a minister, upon whose services the congregation 
will have practically an exclusive lien, will be the extension of the Religion 
Class movement to this important synagogue. Meanwhile some of the 
youthful congreganis will probably avail themselves of the religious teaching 
given by the Rev. S. Sixcer at the neighbouring synagogue in St. Peters- 


burgh Place. 
At this time of day it is hardly necessary to dwell upon the advantages 


conferred by the Religion Class. Weare all agreed that the Synagogue 
discharges only one of its functions when it provides opportunities for public 
worship. The Shool, in the truly good old days which preceded the dark 
ages of Judaism, was a teaching-centre in reality as well as in name. It 


was a place of study for both old and young. Its restoration to some of 


its old importance is a step backward of which no one will complain as reac- 
tionary. One of the most striking illustrations of the’ point of view, both 


old and new, from which the Synagogue is now regarded, is afforded by 


the action of the Committtee of the proposed Hampstead Synagogue. In 
this case the Religion Class has actually preceded the synagogue. The 
first outcome of the movement for establishing a place of worship has been 


an organisation for the religious instruction of the _ children 
of the potential seatholders. This is an instance of a syna- 
gogue being represented solely by. the Religion Class. 


Not a brick of the building itself has been laid, and yet the synagogue is 
a living organism, owing itz life to its work among the children. The 
course pursued with so much success by the Hampstead Committee is a 
practical answer to those who think that the establishment of Religion 
Classes should be deferred until the demand for them has conclusively 
proved its existence. The very contrary is the right procedure. It is not 
the demand that must create the classes, but the classes that must create 
the demand. Provision for religious teaching will inevitably attract the 
scholars, but to wait until the local desire for organised religious teaching 
finds articulate expression is to incur the danger of the necessary steps being 
postponed tiil the Greek Kalends. Unfortunately, people, as a rule, are not 
so enthusiastic about religious education as to bestir themselves greatly in 
order to secure its benefits even for their own children. As it is, the 
existing Religion Classes draw into their net only a proportion of the 
children who ought to attend them. But is also safe to affirm that were it 
not for these Classes the number of Jewish children growing up without 
religious teaching of any sort would be much greater than it is. 
facilities for obtaining the instruction suffice to win the pupils. 
Every synagogue should have its Religion Classes as its indispensable 
appendage. The Classes should be established even though there is not 
one possible scholar in sight. Their establishment will dispel the indiffer- 
ence or the apathy of many a parent, and induce him to give to his 
children the benefits of a religious training which can be secured for them 
without trouble to himself. In short, our efforts in the matter of religious 
teaching must be of the paternal order. We have to save some worthy 
people from their own shortsightedness, and to force upon them advantages 


The very 


_ they are too indifferent or too indolent to obtain for themselves. The 


importance of the cause is sufficient to justify the communal assumption of 


parental responsibility. The future of Judaism rests with the young, and if 


that future is to be bright, it is essential that children should be taught their 
religion in such a way as will ensure their really understanding it and loving 
‘it. It is not only the apathetic parent, but the parent who, though earnest 
enough, is unable to discriminate between good and bad methods of tuition, 
that has to be kept in mind. Wrong-hesaded, mechanical, soulless teaching 
is only one degree less bad than no teaching at all ; and there has been a 
great deal too much of this sort of tuition doing duty of late years for reli- 
gious instruction among middle-class Jews. It has been thought enough 
that the pupil should acquire a smattering of Hebrew translation and some 
superficial knowledge of the Bible and of Jewish observances. No 
attempt has been made, as a rule, to make him comprehend the spirit of 
Judaism, to inspire him with admiration for its ethical and theological 
beauty, to kindle in his breast a glowing sympathy with the dead heroes of 
his race. And yet this is the task that must be performed if there is to be 
a stable Judaism in the coming days. It is the task that Religion Classes 
are especially adapted to accomplish. Conducted by skilled and earnest 
teachers, they ensure to the pupil an intelligent exposition of his history 
and his faith which can hardly fail to bind him to both with the strong bonds 
of affection. 
Nor should the establishment and conduct of the Religion Class be 


wholly left to the energy of the minister, however earnest and learned as he 
may be. An integral part of the congregational machinery, it shouid be 
intimately connected with the synagogue. It should be as directly 

by the congregation as are the matters pertaining to the Service. It max 
be a synagogal institution, not a merely personal one. The question of text. 
books, too, requires to be kept steadily in view. In Dr. Faeptixpge’; 
new work, “‘ The Jewish Religion,” we have the latest and not the least 
valuable addition tothe still scanty number of Anglo—Jewish teaching 
manuals. A further expansion of the list is much to be desired. Ay 
elementary Hebrew Grammar and Reading Book, and a work embodying 
the moral lessons to be gathered from the Bible, are urgently needed. 4 
text-book of Post-Biblical History is yet another desideratum. It is satis 
factory, however, to think that the need for these additions to Jewish Schoo! 
apparatus is being felt ; for the recognition of the need is itself evidence of 
an awakened interest in religious education. But the most eloquent india. 
tion of the new spirit is the growth of the Religion Class more. 
ment, which is at length extending to well-to-do Jews benefits which at one 
time were almost exclusively confined to the poor. The Law has now 
gone forth from the free schools, and is besring its vivifying and 


_ennobling doctrine to the children of the middle-class, who meet for instruc.

THE JEWRIES OF MOROCCO.

When we read of the fearful condition of the quarters to which the Jews in 
various lands were restricted during the Middle Ages, we are apt to consider 
such a state of the things as quite belonging to the past. But we have only w 
turn our eyes towards Morocco, close at the doors of Europe, to find in this 
present day what rivals the worst that has ever been. The despised but power- 
ful race who are Moorish subjects—almost slaves in many parts—yet as inde- 
pendent of them as Europeans, have nearly as much to put up with, in some 
towns, as if their home was in Russia. One of the most serious restrictions 
which they still have to suffer is that which compels them to live in over-crowded. 
pestilential Mellahs. A few of the ports which have in times past fallen under 
foreign rule have become partially or altogether free to them and to Europeans. 
‘but in the majority the old rule is in force. Even in the Atlas, where among the 
Berbers the son of Israel lives a life more resembling that of his neighbours, be 
and his are housed together in a separate enclosure. It is, however, in the large 
towns that the evils caused by a limited space are most discernible. It is this 
which has to be complained of, rather than the system itself, for seclusion has at 
times assured protection. 

Notwithstanding all the efforts put forward in certain places to obtain an 
enlargement of their borders, these Mellahs still remain as they were, and deserve 
the attention of every friend of the Jewish cause in Europe, that pressure may 
be brought to bear where it will prove effectual. Let me quote from a gentleman 
who visited the Mellah of Mogador, on purpose to report impartially on its con- 
dition. He says: “In one large dilapidated house some forty families were 
huddled together. In one room, about twelve feet by nine, were living three 


babes, the only apertare for light and air being the door! When that was closed 
for privacy it shut out light and air, and—it seemed—hope also. For this they 
had to pay a heavy rent to one of their own nation, whose heart, if te had any, 
must have been as hard as the nether millstone. In a hole under the stairs lived 
a man with his wife and child. It was about four feet wide, and might be eiz't 
feet long, but only less than four feet of it would admit of a person standing 
upright. For this wretched hole they paid two pesetas (Js. 7d.) a month. Near 
their door was another, which when open did not admit sufficient light to xe 
into the room. When a match was lit, a pale-faced, miserable old man was found 
sitting on a mat. He was stark blind, and his family had gone out to work. 
There were very many blind Jews in various nooks and corners entirely unfit 
for human or other habitation. Upon opening the door of a dark, dank dungeos, 
and procuring a light, a poor man was found at its end, shivering over a fe* 
embers of charcoal in an earthen pot, in a fit of ague. Upon opening another door 


hanging perfectly clean rags, so that they might dry while the family were out at 
work during the day, probably serving some rich Jew, clothed in purple and fine 
linen, and faring sumptuously every day—to earn the scanty bit and drop need 


which they huddled together at night for rest / Ae 
“In one room, opening on to a mud patio (court), in the midst of which the 
moisture was oozing from a defective drain, lay the once fair form of a neatigr 
woman, covered with bed sores and abscesses, apparently in the last stages © 
consumption ; her face still beautiful. It was one of God’s flowers crushed by 
human woe. The room was about nine feet by eight, and it had to shelter _ 
men and their wives at night. One couple slept upon a rude shelf about _ 
feet wide, another slept underneath, and there was then just room for goes 
woman's husband to lie down by her side at night after the toils of bis we" 
day. . . . Inanother house, in the patio, was one poor woman 
bread close to another broken drain, from which the reeking filth was cont” 
The houses are built round little yards called patios, storey after storey, - ed 
light and air obtainable being admitted from above, the rooms being hk : eo 
boards round the aperture, in:which live families—old men and young “eel 
huddled together in what they called their homes, with an open cesspool in 


centre. In some of these miserable places there were people industriowsy 


| engaged in distilling spirits from the refuse of honey-combs and rotten figs. 


families, the father and mother, with two married daughters, their husbandsand | 


into an equally dark room, cords were found stretched across itpupon which were 


ful to keep soul and body together, and pay the rent of the miserable hovel 12. 
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upon pushing open a door in a cellar, two miserable calves were seen feeding | 


upon the refuse of the figs, after the spirit had been distilled from them. 
Poverty, hunger and dirt were all around, and the evidences of vice were not 
wanting. The very Rabbis themselves appeared poverty-stricken. They re- 

ceived from 8s. to 16s. per month from the poor-fund, for which they chanted the 
Psalms of David and prayers all day long. Some of the poor complained that 
they said the greater portion of their prayers for the rich Jews. Who kept the 
poor-bag, and who often withheld the scanty allowance if they did not say most 
of the -prayers for them? This brings to light the gross darkness and super- 
stitution in which theylive. . . . They said that the tyranny of their rich men 
who were under foreign protection, and their heartless cruelty, were far worse 
than that of the Moors. . They spoke with deep gratitude of the kindness 
of some of their well-to-do brethren, but it seemed that all the efforts of these 
few good men were entirely frustrated by the machinations of the evilly-dis- 


Though I must confess that this is the only Mellah of any size in the open 
parts of Morocco which I have not entered, what I have seen elsewhere enables 
me fully to endorse this description as typical. Beyond the gates of the 
Mogador Mellah I durst not venture. The smell which greeted me as I ap- 
proached was too much, even for one accustomed as I was to the filth of Barbary 
for years. If this place existed even in the East End of London, where land is 
of fabulous value. there might be some excuse for this cramping, but in Morocco 
land is so cheap that miles and miles of it lie uncultivated. The greatest hind- 
rance of all has been touched on in the above quotation. The Mellahs are leased 
out at a pepper-corn to wealthy Israelites, who sub-let at rack rents to their 
poorer brethren, refusing even to —pay for repairs. Some years ago, after much 
petitioning, the Sultan ordered the enlargement of the Marrikesh Mellah, but the 


opposition of the lessees of the old quarter succeeded in preventing it being 


carried out. There are more wheels within wheels in the procrastination and 
obstinacy for which we blame the Moors, than the outside world ever dreams of. 

A couple of years ago my father.as Editor of The Times of Morocco, specially in- 
vestigated these complaints, and the result of the harrowing details which he pub- 
lished was quite a revolution at Mogador. For once the streets were cleansed, 
and the houses whitewashed, while there was a wholesale shuffling of the officers 
entrusted with the well-being of the community. Nevertheless there is much, 
very much, to be done, and the Anglo-Jewish Association and the Alliance 
Isra‘lite, those good friends of their Morocco brethren, have it in their power to 
render very material assistance, It is time they did so.

The Seap-geat.—A Romance by Hatt Carn. (W. Heinemann.) 


Israel Ben Oliel. the hero of Mr. Hall Caine’s new romance, is one of the 
most powerful creations in modern ‘fiction. His early years, spent partly in 
Morocco and partly in London, were a_ period of neglect and lovelessness. 
At the age of twenty-three he was summoned back to Tangier by the death of 
his father, but. he found his claims to inherit the paternal estate successfully 
resisted. He obtained an appointment at Tetuan as assessor of tributes, a 
position which enabled him to vent some of his bitterness on those who had 
wronged him. At once he became unpopular, soon the object of universal 
detestation. Only one being remained his friend, Ruth, the daughter of the 
Rabbi; and, despite all opposition, she becomes Israel’s wife, sharing the general 
boycott to which her husband had long been subjected by the Jews. After years 
of waiting, a daughter is born to them, Naomi, who is beautiful as an angel, but 
is deaf and dumb and blind. No sweeter or more pathetic herione could be con- 
ceived. Israel Ben Oliel is now the butt of men’s contempt, and Naomi’s joy- 
ousness, unconscious of her natural deprivations, is another dagger thrust into 
her father’s heart. Israel feels himself forsaken by man, rejected by God; and 
the sense of divine displeasure makes his quarrel with man so much the fiercer. 
Ben Aboo, the Governor of Tetuan, is quite content to turn Israel's revenge to 


_ hisown purpose. Israel becomes the “Scapegoat ;” yet he is a willing enough 


agent in prosecuting the Governor's schemes of exaction and cruelty. After his 
many disasters, he is the first to suggest new means of persecution and extortion. 
Still he is always gentle with Ruth, though at last even he loses the power to 
comfort her for Naomi’s helplessness. “Never will she smile to her mother’s 
smile, or answer to her father’s speech. The first sound she will hear will be the 
last trump, and the first face she will see will be the face of God.” Ruth dies, 
and Israel, with the help of six State-prisoners lent by the Governor, buries her 
with his own hands in the Jewish cemetery. The chapter in which this scene is 
described is admirable. The Jews hold aloof, neither helping nor hindering ; 
and by a master-stroke, Mr. Caine shows us Israel repeating the Kaddish, though 
he is the only Jew present by the grave. Mr. Caine’s knowledge of Jewish 
ceremonies is, throughout, intimate, and his use of this knowledge is delicate 


and kindly. Sometimes the customs described are those of the past, not of the | 


present ; but the halo of romantic idealism which the writer has drawn about 
his story somehow seems to render such anachronisms so poetically justifiable 
that they fail to strike the Jewish reader as incongruous at all. 


The novelist now touches a gentler note, and tells of Naomi’s youth with — 


reserved but touching power. Naomi, ~ whom Allah had smitten,” is yet pos- 
sessed of almost supernatural gifts, and few readers :will be able to read the 
chapters in which her childhood is depicted without intense sympathy. Mean- 
time Israel's own heart has been softened. The death of Ruth, Naomi’s sweet- 
ness, the grasping greed of the Governor's new bride, all tend to open Israel's 
eyes to his own baseness. He has a fearful vision of the “Scapegoat,” and 
another bidding him go forth to Mequinez. His journey to the abode of 
Mohammed of Mequinez—a man who was regarded as a prophet by his sect—is 
the turning point in Israel's career. “Part with your riches and give to th 

poor,” was the message he brought back with him, a message as old as Judaism 
itself. Already on the way his new-born humanity displays itself in charitable 
and humane deeds; he comes back to be scorned for his supposed fall, a 
rumour based on his condition of voluntary indigence, but blessed in that his 
Naomi has gained the sense of hearing. 


Israel now prepares for the great abandonment of all that he had formerly | 


held dear. He will cast off his cruelty. he will no longer exercise hus powers 
of extortion ; but will restore where he cam all that he had previously beem the 
means of obtaining for his rapacious master. Isrtel finds mo recompense. He 
is still the scape-goat, stil] is held respomsible for acts at which he himself 
shudders, and his poverty without lessemimg the popular hatred of hmm Imcresses 
the general contempt in which he is held. Besides, he performs his charities im 
secret,and under disguises. Then a plague of locusts threatems the place. 
and all ascribe the affliction to the divime anger at Israel's villamies. The 
Jews assemble in solema synbedrin amd pass sentence on the absent mam. com- 
demning him to death. Here Mr. Caime., for the first amd only time. violates alll 
probability in his Jewish scenes, but he does so consciously, amd the artistic 
effect of this incident is decidedly powerful. Let the mute Naomi, they jeer- 
ingly say, plead for him; when. lo! a miracle happens and Naomi fimds uwteramee 
to a cry for “mercy.” The angry mob melts away at the sound and Iernel is 
almost overwhelmed with the suddenness of his joy. when im place of vengeful 
threats from hostile lips he hears his Naomi softly call him ~ Father!” She 
sings, soon, with her mother’s voice. amd im her gentle cheerfulmess is ignorant 
that she is blind, till her father, cruel to be kind, feels it imeumbent of him to 
explain to her that she is not hike other girls. Israc! had been rewarded br 
Naomi’s gaining hearing and speech for each of his acts of self-sacrifice. He i= 
now filled with the faith that her blimdmess cam only be removed by a still 
greater act of renunciation. He frees his slaves, sells what littl remains of 
his property, and forms the great resolve of resigning the pest that he held 
under the Governor, fully knowing that thes step may cost him his fe. Naom 
now obtains the power of vision, and Israel's great heart is purified for ever of 
its evil. Now the noble and heros man stamds revealed. We must leave our 
readers to follow out for themselves the close of the story. the deadly dangers 
that Israel and his daughter pass through, Israel's death and the exciting 
catastrophe that ends in Naomi’s reseawe and fimal happimess. Al] this ix tell im 
chapters of enthralling interest, for there is mot a dull page im the two volumes. 

Mr. Caine’s treatment of the Jewish seemes we have already refecred to m 
terms of eulogy in a previous isswe. The local eoloummg is not roughly or 
clumsily laid on as is too often the case im works dealmg with btt-known 
aspects of life. With the exception perhaps of the Synhedrion Mr. 
Caine does not introduce chapters with the sole object of showing his acqmaimt- 
ance with Jewish history or Eastern custom, afier the manmer of Ebers. But a 
deep knowledge of Jewish ways pervades the whole story and lazghts m ap with 
clever and realistic touches which, despite them realiem. are never 
Even into the description of the Melizh itself this beamtifymg carmes 
light and fragrance. No such loving pecture of Jewish life m the East has ever 
been drawn before.

“THE JEWISH RELIGION.” 


The Jewish Religion, By ML (Lendom. Kegan, Pan! ani Ca. 
1891, pp. vili., 528). 
FIRST NOTICE. 

Dr. has compiled am excellent velama, which cammot fail te prowe 
of considerable service to Jewish teachers amd readers. It is divided imto two 
sections, which may be briefly described as theoretical amd practical, or im the 
author’s terms “Our Creed” and “Our Dutien” It i= satisfactory that Dr. 
Friedlander places the theory first, but im both sections the treatment is wery com- 
prehensive, and little is omitted that one would expect to fimd im such a treatise by 
the author. On many points the views put forward are the individual opimioms of 
Dr. Friedlander, and of course will mot be universally accepted. Bat such diifer- 
ences are inevitable, and our remark: om the book will deal rather with what Dr. 
Friedinder has written than with whst we ourselves might bare understood under 
the heading, “ The Jewish Religion.” 

Dr. Friedlander’s book deals with the religion of revelation amd traditian. amd 
makes no effort to establish the principles of Judaiem om a rational basis. Bat mock 
useful information is given of the methods by whach various Jewish philosophers 
sought to discover this basis. This, however, is dome incidentally amd with the 
avowed object of showing that most Jewirh philosophers of the foremost fame were 
anxious rather to show how to reconcile faith with reasom tham to found the farmer 


on the latter. Mendelssohn, says Dr. Friedlimder, was wrong im assuming that ~all 


the truths we are taught in Scripture cam be made evident by lecical demomstra- 
tion. . « Themain source of our creed is the Bible” Judaism. im oo far as it 
contains supernatural elementa, makes a demand om fit, yet the Bible formulates 
no rigid creed. Dr. Friedlander prooseds to state and to explaim the thirteen prim- 
ciples enunciated by Maimonides, and pounts owt the rational arguments winch may 
be used to confirm these principles. Tims, im the case of the belief im the existence 
of God, he shows how the argument from Design m Nature strengthens this belief. 
but rightly maintains that this argument docs mot amount to comvimecimg proof, 
which Revelation alone supplies. It will at omce be seem that Dr. Frieflimdéer 
affords little help to those who fain would beliewe without beimg semt back to the 
Scriptures, which themselves have to be accepted om faith But while tos may 
disappoint many, it is better than offermg and untemabie 
ments of the character that sometimes find a place im works @= religie Dr. 
Friedlinder explains the different forms of religiom ~ that spramr from the uatural 
belief in God,” and divides them into “ Polytheam. Panthewm, Theiem 
and Deism.” Our conception of God, ssys Dr. Friedlimder, is that of th: Crestor 
and constant ruler of the world. Miracles are withiz his power, and it is mot meces- 
sary, according to Dr. Friedliinder, to reconcile the Bible with moderm science. 
Similarly with the other twelve creeds : the author gives mach locad imformation 
concerning the views of theologians, but falls back om the Buble as <be fimal re- 
source. In passing we read much about the ascription ef attributes te God of 
Anthropomorphism, of Revelation which remaims a mystery “to all who hare at 
been actual recipients of it.” To this section Dr. Priedliader dewotes mach apace, 
and his attitude towards questions of ‘Biblical criticiam cam best be see= by 
this quotation : “As to the mame of the author of each book o@ sect and 
the time and place of its composition. we are cuided by the headings where sack are 
extant ; in the absence of these we are left to the resource of cor own poir- 
ment or fancy.” A full analysis of the comiemizs of the Bible follows. and 
many valuable details are given which will emable the render to understand the 
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THE JEWISH 


technical terms used in the liturgy. Due prominence is given to the ethical con-

tents of the Scriptures, several important texts being printed in italics; the most | 


lengthy extracts are made from Proverbs. and these may well be committed to 
memory by the student. We are glad to notice that the contents of the Apocrypha 


are also next described. The Oral Law, consisting of Midrashim, Mishnah, and 
Gemars, fully is tabulated; on all. the matters the view adopted is very rigidly 
“ orthodox.” The principle of Divine Retribution is explained ; the Messianic hope, 
according to Dr. Friedlander, clearly involves the national restoration of Israel by 
the divine agency. What resurrection means, Dr. Friedlander makes no attempt to 
discover—in fact, Judaism, according to the text-book before us, contains several 
mysteries which must be henestly faced and accepted as such. The notes to the 
first of Dr. Friedlander’s work include a mass of material which has been 
patiently gathered and clrarly presented—such questions as the history of the 
Creed, the efficacy of prayer, the figurative language of Scripture and prophecy, 
being ably handled. The numerous quotations from Saadia and other Jewish 

hilosophers will be especially welcomed by readers of the work. In the Notes, 

r. Friedliinder attempts to meet some of the doubts raised against the authenticity 
of the Pentateuch, and argues against the attempt to analyse the book of [eaiah. 
These arguments contain little that is convincing, but Dr. Fiedlinder does the best 
for a difficult cause. 

We must reserve for a future notice an account of the second part of Dr. 
Friedlinder’s new work. We have in the previous remarks been compelled to pass 
over many interesting points, but we hope that what we have said will suffice to 
show that Dr. Friedlinder has placed within the reach of English readers much 
that was previously quite unknown to many of them. The book will be of especial 
value to those whose faith is already strong, but none who are interested in 
Judaism will study its pages without profit and edification. Dr. Friedlander has 
produced a book which is fully worthy of his reputation.

THE EAST LONDON SYNAGOGUE.

An enormous congregation . assembled 
on the eighth day of Solemn Assembly, a large number of intending 
worshippers being unable to gain admission. The Chief Rabbi, in 
his sermon, explained the purpose and intention of the Prayer for 
Rain, and showed how the various processes of nature concerned in the formation 
of a drop of rain sufficed to demonstrate the omnipotence, the all-wisdom, and all- 
goodness ofthe Creator. The gist of the prayer, he showed, was in the words, 
“ Thou art the Lord our God who causest the wind to blow and the rain to de- 
scend. May it be for a blessing and not.acurse, for life and not death.” It de- 
pended upon man rightfully to use the gifts of divine beneficence. If would 

arn his bread by honest labour, by abstinence from cheating, knavery and 
rickery, his sustenance would be a blessing and nota curse, If he would abstain 
from all excesses in eating and drinking, from indulgence in-all that had been for- 
bidden, it would be for life, not death. And if he would vigorously set his face 
against all waste and extravagance, avoiding showy raiment, abstinence from 
betting and gambling, if he would think of others besides himself, his daily earn - 
ngs would be for plenty, not dearth. In conclusion the Chief Rabbi pleaded 
- earnestly for the East End Collection in aid of the Russo-Jewish Fund, and re- 
ferred to the sad tidings which had reached him of further troublesin Russia, of 
wholesale expulsion of several — from Moscow the day after the Festival. 
and the terrible destitution that prevailed in several of the Jewish colonies in the 
interior of Russia. 
[~~ After the service Dr. Adler was entertained at breakfast by the Wardens and 
the Board of Management, the repast being tastefully served in the Succah by Mr. 
I. Lipman, Jewish cook to Messrs, Withers, of Portman Place. In addition to the 
members of the Board of Management there were also present Revs. J. F. Stern 
and J. Greenberg, Master Adler, who accompanied his father, Mr. I. Gidinow, 
Chosan Torab, and Mr. George Davis, Chosan Bereshith. 

After grace had been said by the Rev. I. Greenberg, Mr. Lewis Levy pro- 
posed the health of the Chief Rabbi in felicitous terms. In the course of his re- 
marks Mr. Levy dwelt on the manifold duties devolving at the present day on the 
ecclesiastical head of the community, and expressed his surprise at the number of 
people always to be found at the Chief Rabbi's office to consult him on the most varied 
subjects, to all of which Dr. Adler gave his earnest thought and attention. He had 


‘recently had occasions to confer with Dr. Adler, and he was deeply impressed with | 


the skilful manner in which he dealt with the matters which came beforehim. He 
hoped that Dr. Adler would be spared for many years to the community, whom he 
eerved with such zeal and ability. 

Dr. ADLER, in reply, spoke of the deep interest he took in the East London 
Synagogue, and he congratulated the members on the efficient manner in which it 
was administered both by its lay and clerical officers. He well knew the interest 
Mr. Levy, the Senior Warden, took not only in synagogal matters but in affairs 
which affected nis coreligionists in all parts of the world. He himself felt grateful 
to Mr. Levy for the prominent part he took in public matters, and bad reason to be 
thankful to him for many valuable suggestions which he had been glad to act upon. 
He aleo acknowledged the valuable work done by another member of the Board of 
Management, Mr. David Moses, in another sphere. Referring to the. ministers of 
the congregation, Dr. Adler spoke in most eulogistic terms of the Rev. J. F. Stern, 
who played soactive a part in all matters connected with East London. and who 
spared himself neither time nor trouble in the duties he undertook. Personally, he 
had to be thankful to him, not only for what he had done, not only for what he 
would do, but also for what he had not done. Those present would know 
to what he referred, and would agree with him that Mr. Stern’s action was a proof 
of a self-sacrifice which deserved the most public recognition. The post of minister 
of the Bayswater Synagogue was considered the blue ribbon of the Jewish minia- 
try, and he thought the members of the East London Synagogue ought to feel 
‘towards Mr. Stern as one feels towards a friend abont to be snatched away for ever 
but who unexpectedly and miraculously had been restored to those to whom he was 
dear. Dr. Adler concluded by complimenting the Rev. I. Greenberg on the efficient 
manner, in which he had conducted the service of the day, and hoped that the syna- 
gogue might always be administered in the spirit that was wished by its pious

the evening on Sundays. There has been considerable discarsion all oyer asels 
about closing shops and markets on Sundays, especially where Jews compose the 
majority of the trading class.

case, on the ith, a crowd of men, mostly youths from 15 to 20, marched 
through the market place and threatened all Jews with destruction who shonld 
take advantage of the permission, snd open their shops. Thanks to the police, on 
this Sunday nothing serious occurred. On the nex", the 11th, owing to rumonrs 
that the Jews would be attacked, the police, assisted by mounted gendarme. 
mustered strongly in the market-place of Starodoub, but to little purpose. Al! the 
Jews opened their stores, and the crowds of Russians already collected at differen; 
points swarmed on to the market and attacked the cbnoxious chops with wild 
shouts and yeils. The police were soon powerless to stem the tide. The windows 
of the synacogue were smashed with stones. Mast of the Jewsappear to have fled 
in time. Their shops and houses were pillaged, their wares and furniture being 
broken in pieces and pitched into the streets. One Jew, as mentioned above, fired 
six shots from a revolver in defence of his premises, and wounded several of the 
mob. In the midstof the riot a young Russian was struck by a Jew, and this gave 
rise to the report that a Jew had killed an Orthodox Russian. This added fuel ty 
the fire. Wine and spirit cellars were broken into,and the mob became furious 
with drink. A couple of bareheaded priests endeavoured to call the rioters to their 
senses, but without the least effect. The firemen of the town followed the mob 
about to pat out the fires which it was feared with reason would break ont, bat 
nevertheless one quarter of the town was ina blaze by nightfall, and the firemen 
were prevented from exercising therr fucction by the crowd. Ten houses were 
thus burnt to the ground. and the Orthodox cathedral only just escaped the flames. 
The valuables of the plandered Jews were carried off by the rioters to their villages 
in the district. The entire property of the Jews of Staroduub was d¢stroyed.— 
Times. 

Viexsa, Oct. 296 —Details as to the anti-Jewish riots in the government of 
Tchernigoff are arriving in private letters posted at some distance from the scene 
of those occurrences, for it seems that the authorities have stopped all telegrams 
and confiscated the let°ers which people have sought to forward from the disturbed 
localities. Accounts agree in stating that on October 11 the town of Starodoub 
was regularly pillaged by the rioters, who burned more than 40 houses and looted 
or destroyed property worth 4,000,000 roubles. It is said that 22 Jews were killed 
and more than 200 wounded. The Governor of the town was absent and only re- 
turned on the morrow, when he found the town almost entirely ruined. Riots are 
reported from six other districts of Tchernigoff. and in these the number of dead is 
set down at 30, and of the wounded at 250. There may be exaggeration in these 
figures, but the disturbances must have been very serious if it b2 true, as is stated, 
that large reinforcements of troops have been sent to restore order, and that the 
Czar has despatched a special commission t9 inquire into the origin of the trouble. 
One letter speaks of the Jews as taking refuge by hundreds in the woods, and says 
that numbers of them have died there of starvation.. This writer accuses Nihilist 


} agitators of trying to make the disorders spread more widely.—7/m-s. 


The Politische Correspondenz learns from St. Petersburg that relatives of Jews 
who, for any reason, are banished to Siberia, will not be allowed to join them there, 
unless they accompany the exiles on the journey and share all its hardships. It is 
reported from Odessa that Baron Hirsch and Mr. Arnold White are expected in that 
city early next month, to learn from personal observation, and by consultation with 
ee Committees, the exact condition of the poorer South Russian Jews.—

[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. 
BERLIN. 26TH OcToBER, 1891. 

_ During the Holydays all our synagogues were crowded with worshippers, 
and besides the four synagogues the Vorstand had arranged Divine Service 
im ix large halls, where the'sermons were delivered by young Rabbiners training 

Unlike the New Synagogue in the Oranienburger-strasse, the acoustic pro- 
perties of the newly-erected synagogue in the Lindenstrasse are very good, ané 
the melodious strains of the magnificent organ resounded grandly and power 
fully im this fine Temple. It was the intention of the Vorstand to invite the 
Emperor to be present. at the consecration, but as the Kaiser was absent, and it 
was most desirable to have the synagogue in readiness for the Holydays, the 
Vorstand wrote to the Mimister of Public Instruction, Graf Zedlitz- 
Tritzschler, acquainting him with the reason why no invitation was sent, and 
the following answer was received : “In reply to your letter to me, September 
2ist, I beg to state that H. M. the Emperor and King has heard with interest of

Majesty to graciously be present at the consecration, prevented only by the 
detalled stances.”
